Time to Call for Help on Sewerage Problems 


Iixpansion plans of Dorsey Trailers 
brought to the fore a problem in Elba that 
has been dormant but nevertheless a big 
potential headache. Sewerage disposal and 
its expansion is one of the most expensive 
services that plague a growing municipal- 
ity. A look around Elba at the number of 
new houses going up assures residents that 
this town is growing and along with that 


|srowth the problem of sewerage grows in 


proportion, 

Now, added to the need for sewerage 
disposal facilities in new residential devel- 
opments in ‘town, is the request by Dorsey 
Trailers for this service at their new plant 
site on Troy highway. For the new trailer 


| plant, the question is not one of “Should 


sewerage be provided?" but “How should 
it be provided?” The “How” ties in closely 
with the health of the community, city fi- 
nances and indirectly the ability of the city 
administration to carry on essential services 
in other fields. It is conceivable that ex- 
penses involved in a major sewerage project 
could strap municipal funds to such an ex- 
tent that other services would have to be 
held to an absolute minimum, 

A brief discussion of sewerage for the 
new Dorsey Trailer plant at a Chamber of 
Commerce meeting last week brought up a 
myriad of problems to be solved, Waste 
from the plant could not be dumped into the 
canal without creating a serious health 
problem. The only other seeming alterna- 
tive is to erect a sewerage treating plant for 


When this is done, if it is the solution, 
maybe it would be a good idea to revamp 
the entire city sewerage disposal system at 
the same time. How much would it cost the 


| town to put in a modern sewerage disposal 
|plant and stop dumping raw sewerage into 


Pea River? Is it worth the expenditure in- 
volved? How could it be financed? Would 


expenditures run into the hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars or as much as a half mil- 
lion? 

If there is any individual in Elba quali- 
fied to offer a solution to these questions, 
he has remained very quiet. The Clipper be- 
lieves the services of a consulting engineer 
firm should be sought to provide the coun- 
cil with a realistic and intelligent solution 
to the problems invovled. Fee the city would 
have to pay for such advice is a small per- 
centage of the expenditure involved. 

Elba is at a critical point in its growth. 
A wrong decision here can hamstring the 
town for the next 50 years. City finances 
are in good shape (thanks to the profit in 
the light and water system), streets are 
paved, garbage disposal provided at no ex- 
pense to property owners and fire protec- 
tion is excellent. The only fly in the oint- 
ment is the sewerage system and sanitation. 

Just as sick persons go to a doctor, car 
owners take a faulty automobile to a gar- 


age and men with a toothache go to,the den- - 


tist, so should the City of Elba seek profes- 
sional and qualified advice on the problem 
of sewerage and other city services. 

Qualified consulting engineers should 
be brought in to tell the council the state 
of repair of present sewerage lines, how 
long they can be expected to last, how many 
more homes can be hooked into them and 
whether or not the city should build a sew- 
erage treatment plant for the entire town 
or just the new trailer plant. Cost and 
methods of financing the project should be 
included in the engineers’ study. 

To go at a problem of this magnitude 
blindly and without facts on which to base 
a sound decision would be folly that could 
cripple the growth of the town for years to 
come. A complete survey of the town’s 
sewerage and sanitation problems by com- 
petent men is the only solution.
